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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Kathleen Petrich on 6/4/07. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

On line 14 of claim 1 1, the terms "lifting oil lifting" have been changed to -lifting oil—. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The British document 
'271 to Sharp shows a conventional fluid turbine in which the power fluid is injected through the 
main bore of the production tubing, which drives a turbine to produce the downhole fluid. 
Marshall (US 3,299,823) shows a turbine pump in which the power fluid is injected downhole 
but returns with the fluid produced through a series of check valves. None of the prior art of 
record discloses a production tubing with a gas driven turbine at the lower end, with a check 
valve above the turbine and a number of spindle valves in the tubing above the turbine that vary 
in pressure for operation as disclosed in the claimed combination of the present invention.
